Applicants did not indicate which of the claims read on the elected species in accordance with MPEP § 809.02(a). For 
example, Applicants state that claims 37, 50,. 55 and 70 read on subgroup 1. However, this appears to be in error as claims 38, 39, 40, 
. . . etc. also read on said support. That is Applicants' list for all subgroups appears to be in error. In addition, Applicants must provide 
which claims read on the elected invention i.e., which claims read on subgroups 1-14 "in toto". In addition, applicants failed to make 
a proper election for subgroup 1 (e.g., Applicants must be more specific and elect, for example, polystyrene films, see 4/16/04 
Restriction page 3, subgroup 1).
